Gordon Jamieson and Judy Brazile, both members of the Recycling Committee, appeared before the Board 
regarding Community Collection Dayatthe Town Yard on Saturday, November 19th. Residents were able to drop 
off a variety of home items to be recycled including CRTs - $10.00 per unit, bikes, books, confidential papers, old 
prescriptions and small electric items such as hair dryers, toasters, clothing, old sneakers and other small items. 
Theythanked the staff from the Public Works Dept, Police Dept, and Board of Health for their support in helping with 
this event. 

Sean Sullivan and Martin Conroy appeared before the Board to discuss putting a second 
rescue in service while staying at the current staffing level of 15 firefighters on duty. 

The effect of this would cause the dedicated LadderTruck, Ladder 1, to be put out of 

Service. It was their understanding that if the Override vote passed this past June that according to the "Yes for 
Arlington" campaign that with an Override, the AFD could restore all cuts allowing operating both the Ouintand the 
LadderTruck. They are now hearing that LadderTruck 1 would be taken out of service to allow a second 
ambulance to operate. They understand that to put a 2nd rescue in service would increase Town Revenues, but 
theyfeel they do not have the staff to maintain these services. 

Town Manager Sullivan stated that there would be no changing ofstaff and at the present time the Firefighters are in 
the middle of negotiations. When negotiations are through the Managerwill presenta proposal to the Board.

7. Report: Arlington Committee on Tourism and Economic Development 
A-TED Committee 

Howard Winkler, member of the Battle Road Scenic Byway Committee, announced that work has been finished on a 
comprehensive booklet regarding the promotion of Battle Road. The Battle Road Scenic Bywayis the Road to 
Revolutions. The Battle Road was designated as a Massachusetts State Scenic Byway in 2006 with the intention of 
recognizing, protecting, and enhancing it unique resources. Battle Road is located in the towns of Arlington, 
Lexington, Lincoln and Concord. Mr. Winkler stated that 180 historic sites have been identified along the route 
during the process of assembling the booklet, which was done largely bythe Metropolitan Area Planning Council. 
The towns received $150,000. in state and federal grant money to have the corridor management plan produced. 
The four towns will collaborate on a management plan for the historic route, which will include common signage. 
Ms. Rowe thanked Mr. Winkler and his Committee for all their efforts and looked forwarded to working with the 
Committee.

Town Counsel Rice gave the Board a brief update on a process to revise the town's 
regulations for taxi service. Understate law, municipalities have control over the licensing of taxis within their 
boarders. Town Counsel Rice stated that Arlington's regulations are somewhat dated and the new regulations 
would potentially call for taxis to receive a medallion, which would be affixed to the vehicle. Right now, licensed 
cabs are not marked in any special way. 

Ms. Rice recommended holding a public hearing on the town's taxi licensing procedures in January with the 
intention of implementing new regulations by April 2012.
